three marriages, one with an Eskimo, exploits 
with the wartime underground in Denmark, 
or making moving pictures in Alaska and 
Hollywood. Like others who have lived 
among the Eskimos, he deplores the influences 
of the white man’s civilization and the inter- 
ference with customs different from our own. 
Clean, vigorous writing presents an uncon- 
ventional life without either reticence or 
sensationalism.

Gradually the sense of power and the 
lure of money break down the good intentions 
and Esther’s appearances before emotionally 
stirred audiences — initially undertaken for 
charity—become mere exploitation. They as- 
sume frightening proportions when the bene- 
factor’s scapegrace husband takes over their 
management and become horrifying when 
Esther is raped by the husband and the shock 
restores her senses but out of gratitude to her 
benefactor she continues her appearances as 
a blind deaf-mute. The disturbingly unpleas- 
ant subject matter has the fascination of the 
gruesome; an unvoiced warning against un- 
scrupulous appeals to public sympathy is 
obvious.
